WHAT THE MASTERS SAY. 


The Aramaic name of a synagogue 
or place of worship meant Mteralh 
“house of meeting.” “meeting house.” 
When the institution took its rise is 
uncertain, but there can be no doubt 
that in the time of Christ it was found 
wherever there were as many as 4 
dozen Jews. Its purpose was mainly 
didactic. For sacrifice the Jew went 
to the temple. Religious instruction 
was provided in the synagogue. The 
synagogue on the spot now called Tell 
Hum, which is either the site of Caper- 
naum or within a mile or two of it, 16 
rectangular in shape, with twenty- 
eight columns arranged in seven rows 
of four each, with five aisies and three 
entrances at the southern end. It 
measures 74 feet 9 inches by 56 feet “ 
inches. It was a bullding of white 
limestone on a foundatien of biack 
basalt.—(W. T. Smith.
